MEANING OF CURRENCY 
REGULATIONS IN 


Shanghai, To-day. 


: An “emphatic protest” against the introduction of 
the currency regulations in North China under 


the auspices of the Japanese, was made here} 


to-day in the form of a special statement issued 
_by Sir Robert Calder Marshall, Chairman of 
the British Chamber of Commerce, i in an exclu- 
sive statement to Reuter. ro 
The. statement, which Sir Robert declares “ex. 
presses the views of the British Chamber,” des- 
cribes the new measures as “definitely dis- 
criminatory against British interests” and “a 
most flagrant attack on the doctrine of the 


.Open Door.” 

It. adds that should the new 
regulations succeed ‘they would 
have a “disastrous effect” on Bri- 
tish and all foreign trade, and 
urges that every effort should be 
made to render them nugatory. 

The statement is.as follows: 

. NO VALUE: 

“On March 11, the regulations 
‘issued by the ‘Provisional govern- 
ment of North China’ for the con- 
trol of‘ currency became: operative 
‘in all important cities and ports 
under Japanese control in North 
China, including Peiping, Tientsin, 
Tsingtao, Chefoo and Weihaiwei. 

“The regulations are intended to 
enforce the use of Federated Re- 
serve notes, which are linked with 
the yen and which, being inade- 
quately backed, have. little or no 
value in foreign exchange, -and _ to 
oust the Chinese national currency 
which is backed by reserves and 
which has ‘a definite foreign . ex- 
change value. 

FINANCIAL MONOPO

Out Of Yangtse. 


London, To-day. 


A reply to points raised in regard to otir naval posi- 
tion in the Far East was made in the House of 
‘Conimons yesterday by Lt.-Col. J. J.. Llewellin, 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty. 

Lt.-Col. Llewellin said it was not really true to say 
we had been eunned out from the Yangtse. 


“We all realised the ticulties 
there, but out of 14 gunboats usual- 
dy on the river, only six were back 
at Shanghai, and it was quite nor- 
mal to have a number there for 
refitting and other purposes, and 
eight gunboats were still up-river. 

“Ag there have ‘been some criti- 
cisms of the Rear-Admiral there, I 
want to make clear that.we are 
quite satisfied that these naval 
officers and the men of these ships, 
who are having an extremely dif- 
ficult time on the Yangtse, are fully 
carrying out their tasks as you 
would expect of officers and men 
of the Royal Navy.” © 

NOT CRITICISING OFFICERS 

Mr. A. V. Alexander (Labour) 
said he had not criticised the offi- 
cers, but only the policy under 
which they had to work. 

Mr. Alexander referred to the 
Japanese Minister of Navy's: state- 
ment in regard to reopening of the 
Yangtse. 

‘Lt.-Col. Llewellin said that was 
more a matter for the Forelgn 
Office; but we still had our gunboats 
on the river. 

They had done very good work in 
the past and had been praised by 


people there. He recalled the re- 
solution of the British. Chamber of 
Commerce In  Hankow expressing 
gratitude in.this connexion to Rear- 
Admiral Holt.—Reuter. 


Geneva, To-day. 

An inventory has so far been
